On tho motion to go into committeo of 
aujiply, 

, ■ Mr. Sraitha said lia could not eongratu- 
Ijito the Minister of Fin.'inco on what lio 
was pleased to torni his financial stato- 
niuiit on Thursday last. Ho had thon 
gonu bilck over a period of years enibrac- 
ing tho terms of tho first Walkoni and tho 
Elliott governments and in speaking of 
the over-oxpondituro during those roijiines 
had made statementa entirely at varianco 
with facts. Those statomonts it would 
ho his (Mr. Smitho's)duty to refute. Ho 
had refuted tho samo mi.sstatcments on 
fiirnior occasions and tho Finance Minis- 
ter iiujj'tit to know that such statementa 
woidd never bo allowed to pass unohal- 
Icng.id and uncontradicted in that House. 
(Hear, hoar.) Why old issues had been 
dnig;,'ed up, issues which had been dis- 
p;.;!t d of years ago--he could net say, un- 
less it wag that the present Estimates 
were so utterly barren that tho hen. gen- 
tleman was obliged to <io outside of thoni 
in order to Gnd something to address tho 
House upon. (Hear, hoar.) It would 
bo hia place to-day to show that the state- 
ments of Mr. Beaven with reference to 
tho manner in -which tho present indebt- 
edness of the province was brought about, 
were absolutely untrue. Tho lion, gontlo- 
tnaH had represented that tho total am- 
ount of indobtedntas incurred by tho 
Walkem administration of 1874-5 was 
8472,000, buthe(Mr. Smitho) would refer 
him to page 474 o of the sessional paperH 
of 187C, where ho would see on the 
authority of a gentleman who i.s now one 
ot his colleagues in the Ministry, that the 
Walkem government were responsible not 
only for an amount, actually paid in ex- 
cess of revenue, of .?499,184; but that in 
addition they had incurred liabilities to 
tho c.tteiit of !52G3,0;?4.:$(! making the 
sum total of .?762,228.30 for which they 
had made tho country responsible. (Hoar, 
hear.) He had made out a table which 
would show how this amount was made 
and would show at tho samo time how 
tho Walkem government of that day oper- 
ated ; tho hon. gentleman quoted from statis- 
tics to tho effect that in 1870 850,951 were 
voted for expenditure on luibhc works 
while $48,834.40 were actually expended, 
and contracts made payable in 1876, -were 
entered into for additional publio works 
to tho amount of 840,349. For roads, 
streets and bridjjea §202, 910 wore voted, 
$205,300.13 actually paid and .^!l20,:i99 of 
additional contracts let to be paid for in 
1870. On tho graving dock they spent 
§30,219.86 and incurred liabilities which 
their successors in office had to pay to the 
amount of §83,923. These liabilities with 
others of a similar nature made the total 
of §203,034.30 to be provided by tho 
Elliott govorniiient on lands and works 
account alone. For that sum tho present 
minister of finance was chiefly rcsponsilile. 
It was he who now claimed credit for 
such extreme parsimony and nij^'gariUi- 
ness in the adininistratiun of tho tinances 
that ho will not even pay the just debts 
of tho province, nor prosecute necessary 
public works, nor maintain public institu- 
tions such as schools, etc. , who at that 
timfl sq^uandered in the most reckless 
manner the country's money. It was ho 
who, without the authority of parliament, 
without any authority at all, nut only paid 
out money that had not been voted, but 
actually contracted public debts in his de- 
partment to be provided for by the coun- 
try willy, ndly, to tho amount of §203,- 
000, and that too at a time when tho 
credit of tho province was completely 
gone, and tho government were at thoir 
witfl' end to raise the paltry sum of §30,- 
000. At that time the Hank of B. C. had 
closed their doors upon them, refusing to 
advance a single dollar moro on any pre- 
tence whatever. At tliat timo the pre 
sent finance ministet was playing the role 
of tho prodigal, now on the principle that 
extremes meet he was playing that of the 
other character equally objectionable. 
(Hear, liear.) It was not alone in tho 
lands and works department that tho 
"sow money broadcast" policy had been 
carried on in 1874-5, however. Tho fol- 
lowing figures from tho treasury accounts 
would show an e(iually lamentable condi- 
tion of things in that department when 
the Elliott government took office. 
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incurred in 2i years §380,000, or about 
ono-half as much .is their predecessors. 
For this amount they were j)ropared to 
take tho respon.sibility, but ho would re- 
mark that even a groat portion of this 
amount had boon made necessary by tho 
oxpondituro of their prodocessors. In 
this way, in certain instances money al- 
ready expended would have been thrown 
away if an additional amount had not 
been spent to complete tho work. The 
Elliott government were dillerent in this 
respect to the Walkem government of to- 
day, as, for oxaiuplo, the Goldstream- 
Cowichan wagon-road. A considerable 
amount had boon expended on that road 
with a view of oompleting through com- 
munication between Victoria ana Nanai- 
1110, a small sccti-jii had remained to bo 
graded when tho [irosciit govonunont 
came in, and instead of continuing tho 
work to completion so as to reap benefit 
from tho work already done thoy at once 
stopped work, and notwithstanding tho 
earnest efforts of his collougucs and him- 
self, year by year since, tho government 
had persisted in refusing to do anything 
towards completing tin; cliain of commu- 
nication along tho East Co:iat by forging 
tho one link reijuirod. Tho Finance Min- 
ister had said tho otlier day that no gov- 
ornmcnt had ever taken oflice tinder more 
embarrassing circumstances than tho pre- 
sent, but he (Mr. S iiitlio) thought ho 
could show that such was very far from 
being the case. (Hear, hear.) How <lid 
tho case really stand I Ho had .ilready 
shown that j\lr. Elliott had found tho en- 
tire year's roveiiuo pledged and liabilities 
amounting to nearly a iiuartor of a million 
dollars in addition to what tho year's re- 
venue would pay, to nrovide for. That 
in .short ho found himself with .S240,000 
loss than nothing to administer tiie gov 
eminent and prusecuto new public works 
with. (Hear, boar. ) [f this govormiiout 
found them.solves in as hard a lix as that 
ho would like to know it. What wore the 
tacts '/ Tho Finance Minister had stated 
that there was an overdraft at the Bank 
of B. 0. of .§72,000, but ho had not been 
ingenuous enough to say that there was 
also §75,000 bearing interest on 
deposit at the samo bank to tho credit of 
tho government. That was a very differ- 
ont affair to owing §573,000 and nothing 
(in deposit, as Elliott found it. Hear,' 
hear.) Mr. Beavon had stated that the 
present govormuont found tho salaries of 
ollicers largely in arrears. He (Mr. Sniilhe) 
begged to contradict the statement. The 
Elliott governmont wore not guilty of op- 
pression of that kind. It was not until 
the present government took charge that 
salaries fell in arrears, and then it Was a 
fact that the now government camo in 
sometime in June, and salaries wore stop- 
ped until Soptembor. School teachers 
and others in receipt of small salaries, 
some paltry §50 or §00 a month, as w;i3 
tho case in most instances, had to wait a 
dear throe months before they wore al- 
lowed to draw a dollar of that which was 
their due. Ho might say that some of 
the ministers themselves had not waited 
so long as that. (Hear, hear), but then 
they drew §250 a month, while their sub- 
ordinates did not, and could, thoroforo,ho 
supposed, better afford to wait. It had 
been stated several times recently that the 
revenue was not elastic, and a glance at 
tho Estimates would suggest that tho Min- 
ister of Finance certainly did not think 
thoj' wen,'; inasnuich as ho e.'^limated that 
tho school-tax, which hy tho way, had been 
changed to provincial tax, would be 
stretched only to tho extent of .§5,000. 
Tho minister had promised greatly in- 
creased dilligonco in c(dlocting this tax, 
admitting great laxity in the past ;aud ho 
had stated also that 5000 moro Uhiiiaiiien 
were en tho way hero to work on the 
railway who would bo liable to pay tliis 
tax. Five thousand men paying §3 a 
head woidd make §15,000, and if better 
collection from those .already here should 
result in another §5000, a very small osti- 
mato, then he thought instead of putting 
down so very trilling an additiLiii ho 
might have credited it witli a little more 
elasticity and added .§20,000, a sum that 
could be expended to advantage in the 
country. (Hear, hear.) The hon. gen- 
tleman said the change of tho name of 
this particular tax suggested to him that 
tho present government had done that 
which might clear them from tho charge 
of having dono nothing as an aiiiendment 
of the Elliott revenue policy. (Hear.) 
Call a rose by any other name 'twill smell 
as sweet, he supposed, was the i>rinciplo 
upon which the change had been made. 
Soriou.sly, he would contrast tho two gov- 
ernments, and in doing so ho would state 
that otherwise than as a siqiporler of the 
party ho was not individually claiming 
any credit, inasmuch as he was not iu the 
cabinet when the changes ho was about to 
refer to were wrought. Mr. Elliott End- 
ing the province groaning beneath a load 
of dobt, with tho credit vi tho country at 
stake, and with a ridiculously inade(|uaic 
revenue, undertook like a man, lik 
statesman, to sot the province on it.s feet 
again by inaugurating such a system of 
taxation as would be at once some- 
thing like adequate and at tho 
same timo bear equitably aiu 
not unduly upon any class of the com 
iiumity. Tho then Government had beci 
assailed and abused on account of that 
policy in a moat violent manner, and now 
what do we find ? Simply this, that after 
2A years they have succeeded in changing 
the name of a tax. Only this, and nothing 
move. So perfect have they found the 
Elliott system of taxation to be, that in 
no single particular have they succeeded 
in oven suggesting an improvement (hear 
hoar). Tho finance minister had challeng- 
ed tho House to find fault with the edu- 
cational part of tlio progr.-uiimc. Ho (Mr. 
Smithc)had been astonished to hear him. 
His colleaguo (Mr. Pinibury) had moved 
for returns of applications for now schools 
etc. , and those returns showed that in 
many casos apjplioations had been mado 
and treated with contempt by the Govern- 
ment, lie would instance his own dis- 
trict from whence several applications had 
bion sent, and in every case, in the teetli 
of strong representations by himself and 
colleague, had been ignored. The Gov- 
ernment, ho said, had no right to deny any 
country district a school when, as under 
tho Act is provided, thoy have the requi- 
site number of children of school age, as 
was tho case with reference to Maync 
Island, to Choinainus, to Quamichan and 
to olmwnigHU. Tho guvel'iUileut in rofu

it bo wondered at that tho country dis- 
tricts should complain so bitterly when 
they found thomsolvoa in many instances 
entirely deprived of the means of giving 
to their children even tho rudiments ofau 
education, when in Victoria not only was 
tluiro a first class eoinmon school whoro 
every child could, if necessary, get 
a good English education; but a 
high school also Aviioro they could bo 
taught the classics, (hoar hear) Tho Vic- 
toria high .school was for a favored few 
in this city. No other district could de- 
rive any boiieiit from it, and so long as 
it wa.s koi)t i\i> at the public oxiieiise 
country districts would justly claim that 
tho Govornmeut have no right to deprive 
them of educational facilities to which 
they are liy law entilled (hf;ir lic:u-) Ho 
had now, he .said, to rofei- to tlio amounts 
put down for expenditiiie fur the districts 
for |>iiblic works, and in doing so he 
would remark that the Finance jMinister 
had often on Thursday referred to tho 
estimates fbp 1873, and it seemed to be 
his solo ambition to bo able to .say that 
ho had in these ohI (mates bet'ii able to 
achie\'e, t hat which w.i.s accmnplished 8 or 
9 years ago. Ho must say iu one impor- 
tant i)articular tho estimates now sub- 
niitted were very much short of those of 
LS73. Tho Govornmeut certainly would 
iu the mattor of expondituro on [itiblii' 
works have to admit having exoeutod a 
retrugado movement (hear hoar) (Quoting 
from the IST!! estimates lie .tliowed that 
§L01,;!0G,75 had l«„>n voted for 
publib works ns again.st §81,780 
now proposed to be ex[ionded and 
oven this difference of §20,000 in favor 
of 1873 might ba increased by such items 
as §1700 for insurance which was embrac- 
l in this yoar'.s amoimt for public worI:.s, 
but which would imt give oui|doyinent to 
1 .single workiiigmun nor benefit any in- 
luslry liy its exiieiiiliiiinv Ho w as ."Jat i.s- 
lied tl;at the ( ioveriiiii'Mil might liavo 
done better by tho districts liiaii they 
proposed to do, and ho felt sure tliat al- 
most every member had experienced tho 
same disap|iointment as ho had <lono him- 
self in not having got that which ho had 
asked for, in tho way of necessary public 
works in his district. He h;ul tliereforo 
resolved to submit an amendment 
which ho trusted would meet the approval 
of every member, by which moans the 
Government would bo shown that tho 
]irovince e.\pects aomctliiiig more at thoir 
hands than simply lying b;ick and draw- 
ing their salaries, wiiilo thoy spend as lit- 
tle as thej' po.iaibly can in opening up tho 
country (hoar hear). The lion, gentleman 
thon moved the following amendment. 
"That all tho words after that be struck 
out and tho following inserted : This 
Ibniso is of ojiinion that the sums pro- 
posed to be expended on iniblic works 
throughout the province aro insufticient to 
meet tho just recpiirements of the several 
districts (applau.se). 

Mr. Beavon said tho Elliott govern- 
ment in 187tt had paid §420,000 for pub- 
lic works, in 1877 some .§230,000, and in 
1878, some §370,000 in all. §084,000 in 
excess of revenue during tho two years 
and a-half that (hey were in oflice. He 
pointed out th;it the bank manager dic- 
tated to them their applications 
for overdrafts, reading froni tho sessional 
papers to that effect and saying tliat no 
such letters came to tho treasury to-day 
and that tho credit of the provineo never 
sliHid higher than it doos to-day and tliey 
c )idd iiegotirJe a loan very readily if re- 
(|uire(l. He said the bank manager had 
critici.sod the Elliot!, Ooveriun ent'.s appli- 
cition for a largo overdraft and conceded 
it with evident rehictanee. 

Mr. Smitho — The bank positively re- 
fused to adv.'Uice a single dollar more on 
overdraft to the jirevious Walkem Gov- 
ernmont, which was worse than gi'anting 
it reluctantly (hear, hear and laughter). 

Mr. I'oaveii. — The hon. gentlemen thon 
in oflice did what was never told to tho 
rionso before; they had paid out money 
in !iilvan<'o of salary on due bills. 

Mr. i\Iara - A nice thing to toil here. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Smitho — If ihuy did, il was exactly 
what tho Walkem and DeCusinDS and Mc- 
Croight governments did before them; 
and where was the harm / (Hear, hoar.) 

Hon. Mr. Heaven - The hon. gentle- 
man had .said tlnit he (Mr. Heaven) drew 
his salary whilst the school teachers 
were not p.iid. Ho talked about keeping 
up the credit of the province. The El- 
liott government made a loan to pay off 
certain dobentures and spent it for an- 
other pur[iose. He could cite several 
other things if he only took up the time 
of the Huuse, and would do ikj further 
gu.Ml tluiii peihaii.-i luirting tho feelings of 
that hon. gcullemaii and others present. 
The iiolicy of the late Walkem g.jvern- 
ment was to eai)itali/.e certain sitms of 
money and siiend it on public works in 
the ]irovince. It was endorsed by this 
House and supjiorted by the country and 
they h id let cuntraets. 

Mr. Mar.i siud ho li;ul expected from 
the remarks iu;ide by the liiianco minister 
that ho would attem|it to refute the stato- 
nieuls mado by the leader of tho Opposi- 
tion; luit he had evidently got so muddled 
ill his own figures that ho lia'il mistaken 
hundreds for tliou.saiids, and to-d.ay gave 
very dillerent amounts to those given a 
few (hiys b:ick. Hy the adiiiissions now 
made that the Elliott giiverument had to 
p,ay §100,000 in 1870 and §57,000 in 1877 
on account of liabilities incurred by a 
former administration, the Elliott gov- 
ernment would only be responsible for 
§4(i7,000, whilst the W.alkeiii govornmeut 
woubl have to assume the responsibility 
of §1191 , (Mill, instead of charging $684,000 
against the Elliott government and §474,- 
UbO against the Walkem governmont as 
he did when making his lin.ancial state- 
ment. He (Mr. Mara) was surprised that 
Mr. Beavon should state that no practi- 
cal results were to bo obtained by going 
so far back, whilst at tho same time he 
was attacking a former administration 
.and quoting extensively from their cor- 
respondence with the bank. Ho should 
not forget that when ho left oflice in 1870 
the credit of tho province was very low; 
that the bank would made no furtlior ad- 
vances and that the government had to 
pay as high as 8 per cent, for a loan in 
violation of the slatvite, and had to pay in 
addition 2 per cent, commission for nego- 
tiating the loan, making the good round 
sum of lOpercent. inall — aliiglierratothan 
commercial paper could be discounted for. 
With regard to tho estimates before tho 
House he thouglit tho finance minister 
had not t^ken credit for tho full amonats 



that aro likely to bo eoUeoted under tho 
different headings and instanced tho road 
tolls, over §30,000 baring been collectodat 
Yale last year. Tho government should 
increase tho poll tax to §5. By doing so 
and making proper provision for its col- 
lection §85,000 could bo collected. White 
men will not object to paying §6 when 
they realize that it is tho only way that 
Chinamen can be roaohod. It has been 
stated that there aro over five thousand 
now on tho way to work on tho railroad 
and thoy should bo made to pay their 
just proportion of t.axation. He consid- 
ered tho sums placed on the estimates for 
public works altogether inadequate, and 
that .appropriations were made without 
any regard to tho requirements of tho dif- 
ferent districts, iuid illustrated Y.alo, cov- 
ering a largo area and with a scattered 
pojiulation receiving a similar amount to 
Esquimau and Victoria district. Ho stat- 
ed that Yale raised more grain tl^iii the 
whole of Vancouver Island; thai it paid 
a larger sum into the general rovetiuo than 
any other district and was entitled to a 
larger iqjpropriation than tho small sum 
of §250(3 for roads. Tho government 
should endeavor to foster and encourage 
the agricultural districts. If roads are 
not made so that farmers can take their 
produce to market tho province will de- 
rive but littlo benefit from railway con- 
struction, as the money will bo sent out 
of tho country for su|>plies. He thought 
that every member of the Uouso ought 
to HU[)p<n't tho amendment unless he 
could say that ho was satisfied with tho 
appropriations for his district. (Applause.) 

iVIr. Ferguson said tho finance minister 
had gone out of his way to say that the 
junior mondier for Cariboo had said that 
"tho money iip|iroi)riated for education 
was inailcqii.'i'c ' Ho had never H:ud so. 
Ho had said that tho revenue was impro- 
perly ctdlecled, but that hon. goiilleui.iu 
said that such a remark was of no mo 
mont (not because it was nut true) but 
because it was made by tho junior mom- 
bor for Cariboo. (Laughter.) Tho 
honorable goritleman whoso large, capa- 
cious and all-CDniprehonsivo mind com- 
manded tho respect of universal men, laid 
it down as a principle that it is age and 
not the utterance of truth that entitled 
him to bo heard with respect on the floor 
of tho House. Hence the hon. gentle- 
man did not attach much importance to 
what he said, not because the facts ho 
stated were not true, not because what 
ho suggested would not bo beiiclicial; but 
because ho was the junior meinljcr for 
Cariboo. (Much laughter.) What was very 
remarkable was the only change the finance 
minister had to propose was suggested by 
tho young member for Cariboo, a fact tho 
hon. gentleman had neither the candor 
nor tho honesty to acknowledge. (Hear, 
hear and laughter.) Had ho listened to 
other changes the young member sug- 
gested instead of §1000 for incomo tax the 
tre:isurv would receive §10,000 or §12.- 
000, and instead of $4323 from tho city 
of Victoria for school tax there would 
have been §9000. (Hoar, hoar.) With 
regard to the appropri.itions for his 
district ho said it was tho worst 
used district, cxcefit Cassiar, in tho pro- 
vince. They had 300 miles of roads and 
trads and §3000 was all that was put on 
the estimates. Ho stated that Caribooites 
paid her taxes ungrudgingly, but they did 
comidain that this Houso did not treat 
them fairly. He ended by saying that 
as long as he stopped in this House the 
junior member for Cariboo would not on- 
ly bo heard but respected as much aa the 
hon. minister of tinanco. (Loud applause) 
^Ir. Walkem touched at some length 
upon tho ditl'eront points shown up liy 
tho hon. member for Yalo, amongst oth- 
ers tho Chinese question, and mado .some 
assertion with regard to a tax of 2 cents a 
pound on rice which that gentleman (Mr. 
Mara) voted for because ho knew it was 
unconstitutional and would be disallowed. 

Mr. ]Mar:i rose to a question of privi- 
lege. Ho bad alriMdy denied anything of 
tho kind and did not wi.sh to liave the 
statement repeateil. 

Mr. Walkem went on to sa^ he acknow- 
ledged that both governments had spent 
more than their revenue, but .as to w-hich 
was worse than the other, with all due 
difference to the leader of tho oiiposition 
the minister of finance had most clearly 
proved that the Elliott govornmont were 
most to blame. Ho ended up by paying 
tho loader of the opposition a great 
compliment for tho way in which he had 
defended himself, though he must say ho 
thought the hon. minister of finance was 
not quite as wrong as that gentlemen mado 
him ont to be. 

Ho then moved the adjournment of the 
debate and tho House adjourned till 2 p. 
m. Tuesday.

Tlie other Directors aro tho nominees of the Siibscribors. The proposed chai.ge 
will be detrimental to tho interests of tliose f jr whom a hospital is su]iportod. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up a threat deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed ofBciently by eight Rcntlemen will be efpially as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and tho inevitable result will be a recurrence 
to the worst evils of tho past. The interest which the public now take in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and tho active and friendly assistance given by 
uianv will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Directors havo again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and the 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who have generously contributed to the support of the institution. 

The alTairs of tho Hospital have been economically managed, as will bo seen by 
llie amount of siiflurings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors regret that tho change introduced by the 
Cioyeri:incnt will prevent them again ofTcrini; thoir services, and from tho applications 
which have been received for a return of Bubaoriptions and tho opinions oxproased of 
the change, they fear that tho closing of one of the most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately be tho result. 

There yet remains to be eonsidorud tho question of tho oH-nershi|) of the pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was dovoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will afl'cct it. On this subject tho Directors aro not yet in a position to 
givo an opinion.

In conclusion I havo to express my thanks to my professional bretlirch, who havo 
always rendered me any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw tho 
attention of the Board of Directors to the admirable manner in which the Superin- 
tendent, IMr. Robinson, lias conducted tho internal aflairs of the Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and cmisidoration for tho patients compatible with the discipline 
nccca.'iary in a public iii.stitutiuii.

liun. Mr. Walkoni resuiniid the debato 
on the motion to go into committee of 
supply, stilting that ho did not intend to 
aiueiid tlie nmonduient and although 
strictly speaking it was irregular he would 
leave it for tho House without further 
con) mont. 

Dr. Ash supported the aniondment. He 
thought it inipo.ssiljlo liiat tho coun- 
try could progress without necessary im- 
provements being made, and reasons 
should bo given for tho miserable char- 
acter of the appropriations. Tho linanco 
minister, a few years ago, took pride in 
his e.vcessive expenditure and ho (Dr. 
.Vsh). quoted from a report of that lion, 
gentleman in 1S"5 iu whicli he felicitated 
hiuiMulf upon tho bouolicial results of that 
expenditure. Uo(Dr. Ash)protostcd against 
tho linanco minister attempting to saddle 
I ho Elliott Government with the over- 
itxpendituro of the first Wnlkom govorn- 
muut, as he had done tho other day. 
.•\uy one ought to fool proud of the re- 
KultM of that expenditure — as tho tinanco 
mi 11 i.ster professed to feel in 1875. He 
(Ur. Ash) woa satisfied tho country had 
liuuefitted by the oxpendituro, and it vvas 
not fair or candid to say tho Elliott 
giiverniuent had spent a largo amount of 
money when in reality they had to pro- 
vide for tho indebtedness of their [U'ede- 
OL'-ssors of which Mr. Buaveii was 
Olio. (Hear, licar.) Tho speech of the 
linanco minister was intended for elect ion- 
ueriiig purposes. Ho failed to seo any 
provision made for the payment of tho 
Kuotonay Royal Coniniission, and he ask- 
ed tho mcmbor.s of tJio covorninent tliat 
had appointed them if it was not intend- 
ed to pay those conimisaioners / Tho con- 
duct of this government towards the coia- 
missionera was dishonest. Ife .saw no 
provision made for the payineiit of arrears 
of salaries of school toachors in 1878 and 
none for tho payment of tlio local creditors 
of Reed Brothers, ilu belioveil tliat a bill 
ti) pay tho local creditors would lie ill.s.il- 
lowed at Ottawa, and tliiiught that if tlie 
minio dilligonco was used in the collection 
of taxes in this city as was adopted in the 
country there would bo ample revenue 
to moot all domaiida. He described the 
manner in which country peojilo were 
hnrrasscd by the ta.'c culluctors and re- 
ferred to tho paucity of the amount re- 
ceived by way of income tax and tlie 
wretched amounts set apart for street 
work, remarking upon the large expendi- 
ture on tho dry dock as one cause of tho 
district appropriations. 

Jlr. Bennett supported tlu; ainondinent 
becauso it looked to him that if tho jjov- 
crnmont remained in power two or three 
years longer the appropriations would 
come down to )u7. It was right that tho 
govommont should bo economical; but 
there were necessary ex[iendituros which 
in tho interest of the country re(iuirod to 
bo made. One of the most important 
wants — a bridge at Savona — was not [iro- 
vided for in the Estimates. Settlers were 
forced in midwinter to swim their horses 
acrnas tho river for want of a bridge. Tho 
wretched sum of §2500 was all that was 
to bo spent in Yale district this year. 
Tho government say thoyhavo no money. 
They ought to have inonoy. (Hear.) A 
good government would have money. 
(Hear.) 

Mr. Walkom.-StealitI 

Mr. Bennett. — No; thoy would deviso 
means for gathering in taxes. (Laughter 
and hoar.) They would adopt a sensible 
method for coUocting the revenues. The 
present policy was a falsely-economical 
one, and there was such a thing a.s wast- 
ing money. Ho would like to know who 
was responsible for the double trial of tho 
Kamloops outlaws. The government had 
gone in opposition to tho advice of the 
judges and had wasted a sum of money 
that would pay for the Savona bridge 
trice over. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. W. Brown condemned the reckless 
expenditure of the fii^t Walkom govorn- 
inent and of their predecessors. He was 
elected to keep the oxpondituro within 
proper liniita. This tho government was 
trying to do and ho would vote against 
the amendment. 

Mr. Wilson said the lucmbor for Como.x 
was under a misapprehension with re- 
gard to the di7 dock. The money for 
that purpose was not in tho hands of the 
government, and was not available for 
oxpendituro. It was impossible to say 
what tho dock would cost, but ho wmild 
like to seo granite suljstitutod for sand- 
stono in its construction. He thought 
the present discussion was hrouL'lit on by 
the iinaiicc minister. He had lieen very 
ungenerous to the opposition, who had 
oficred no factious cdastruction to the l;ov- 
eminent this session. Ho had revived a 
dead issue, and wiis wrong in doing so. 
A great deal of money was squandered by 
the two governmonts, but it was the poli- 
cy of the country then that money sliould 
bo borrowed and the country should be 
opened up. The policy of opening up 
tho country was a sound one; but hungry 
districts were represented by liungry 
nieinbers .and thoy made heavy demands 
on tho governments which t]ic govern- 
monts coinpiicd with. Tn Yale district 
there was a very heavy oxiienditure for 
several years and lie was unable to seo 
that the district had advanced adaqu;itcly 
yrith the expenditure. He instanced 
New'WeBtminster.- district as one which 
wanted roads badly. It was a district 
wliich ho thought was neglected. The 



leader of ilio cpposition had truly said 
this govommont had shown no ori'dnality 
in devising methods for raising a revenue^ 
but the govornraent liad done at first all 
that was possible by retrenching salaries 
and other expenses. Tho junior inoniber 
for Cariboo (Mr. Ferguson) had struck a 
ra^y spot «he7i ho complained that tho 
Chinese and many whites escaped p.iying 
school ta.\, and lie thought tho friendly 
and able criticism of that member would 
do Some good in arousing the finance 
minister to a sense of his duty. Ho 
asked what was to take the place of 
tlie land rcvenuo when that fell oti' 
and urged tho government to call 
the attention of tho dominion gov- 
ernment to the necessity of settling tho 
lands now held by them for railw.ay pur- 
poses. The present map of tho province 
was a disgrace to it and he wanted this 
government to provide for one and also a 
handbook 'of information. Immigrants 
camo liero who could get no infonnation 
.about the country and went away again. 
In looking at tho Estimates ho regretted 
to SCO that the expenses of running the 
government were yearly increasing since 
1878. The exiionscs this year would bo 
811,000 more than in 1S73. The attor- 
noy-gonoral's department appeared to liiive 
boon tho most extravagant of any of the 
tho govornuiciit. Tliore was an actual in- 
crease of .^9,000 and tho attorney-general 
owed tho country an explanation why 
tho expenses of his department were $37,- 
OUU last year. Tho government had gone 
to tho extreme of libenility in educational 
matters, and he would like to see the 
country divided into municipalities with 
power given them to take care of their 
own schools, etc. He asked if there 
were any supplementary estiniatua to 
come up to make good certain expendi- 
ture up to the 30th .Tuno, I8S1. If so, 
they should lie laid befiU'c tlio Ilnuse 
now. Tho ameiuimeut was a mistake 
because it had not been shown wliure tlie 
money f.u' greater exiienditure was to 
come fromV If the lion, member f.u' 
Cowieban would a.ssist in .striking oil' ilio 
governor's private secretary and gardener 
the extra printer and luuiy other unnec- 
essary sums tliei'o woukl lie more money 
on hand for road purposes. 

Tho amendment w.as lost on the f..I!,iu- 
ing vote.

Mv. Wilson moved to strike tho item 
out. The liout. -govornnr was a dominion 
odicial and if this legisbiture provided 
him a house to live iu tliat sliuuUl lie suf- 
licient. If he wanted a secretary ho 
ought to i;et fine himself. Could the 
cinnitry atl'ord this extravagance/ He 
tliought not. It was a ridiculous, hifcu'- 
lutiii position and quite out of place in 
this country. 

Jlr. Sniitlio opposed the motion, B.iying 
that tlie private secretary was not a Do- 
minion ollicial.

Bloomfield vs. Ci. W. Lawson. — This 
was a .charge of libel brought by tho 
plaintiir. Sergeant 151 oomlield, against tho 
defendant fur writiiiL; and publishing on 
or about the '.' Ith January last a false and 
malicious libel to the mayor and council 
charging tho plaintiir with receiving and 
detaining a sum of money which should 
have been paid to defendant. 

Serge. Bloomfiold on being examined by 
.Mr. T. Davie stated that on the day pre- 
vious to which the date of tho letter com- 
plained of was written he was suspended. Tim 
letter in question was handed to the mayor 
and council together witli other chariios 
against him; saw Mr. Lawson on the 27th 
January and asked him if tho signature 
was his; ho acknowledged that it was; 
witness had iiovor received tlio inonoy, 
and had never told defendant that ho had. 

Cross-examinod by Air. A. E. B. Davio. 
Never s.aw a bill of Air. Lawson's, did not 
know what bill tho letter referred to; did 
not know that the defendant had any 
claims upon the city police iqi to Novem- 
ber, 187'J; took elnirgo of tlie city police 
when Supi. Todd loft for Kamloops somo 
time in Decembor, 1870; shortly after 
that lime had some conversation with 
Law.-<oii ill, out iii.s bill, migliL have told 
him that if ho sent it in that ho, witness, 
would see it jKiid; might have spoken to 
him about it in July, 1880; never 
told Lawson that he had tho money or 
that it had been received from tho coun- 
cil; it was not usual for the person in 
charge of the police force to pay bills; 
they wero sent to tho council and after 
being passed were paid by Air. Russell; 
never said anything to Lawson that would 
lood him to boliove that the money was 
iu his, witness', possession; never told 
Ifim that be owed him five dollars. 

Thomas Russell sworn : Was eolleetor 
and treasurer to tho city council; did not 
remember Lawson sending in any bills 
on account of tho city police; iilaiutilf 
had not drawn any money subsc(pieiit to 
tho d.ate mentioned iu tho letter; plaintilf 
occasionally received money and br.night 
back the accepted bills. 

Supt. of Police O'Connor sworn. Ob- 
tained the letter comiilained of from Mr. 
Lawson about the time siiecitied therein. 

Air. A. E. B. Davie explained the cir- 
cumstances connected with tho matter 
under investigation. Sergeant Bloom- 
field had admitteil tli.il; he had promised 
the defendant that lie would seo the bill 
paid. There seemed to have been somo 
ini.sapprohonsion on tho part of his client; 
and ho was willing to withdraw the libel- 
lous statement contained in the letter and 
to make an ample apology for having made 
it. 

Air. T. D.ivie thought it rather a strango 
thing that tho letter sliould have boon 
sent in as a charge against his client on 
tho occasion of his being suspended. Ho 
had no wisiito send defendant to a higher 
court fm- trial ; and his client having 
boon cleared of tho imputation of embez- 
zlement contained in tho lotter ho was 
willing to accept an apology. 

His Honor remanded tho case for one 
day in order that satisfactory arrango- 
nioiits might be arrived at by tho parties. 

Appeal iu Bobftlf of St. Josoph's Sos- 
plt&l. 

The roof of this charitable institution 
for tho relief of tho sick being in a leaky 
condition, and on account of greater pub- 
lic patronage more room being required, 
it has been deemed necessary to build a 
Mansaril ronf, which, whilst repairing tTie 
building, will increase its lirojiortions. 

As this hospital since its erection in 
1870 has received no assistance whatever 
either from the province or city, except a 
municipal donation of ."520, the sisters of 
St. Ann make an appeal to tho generous 
people of Victoria and will bo assisted by 
benevolent ladies of the city in collecting 
funds in order to defray, tho necessary 
expenses. 

It is intended to canvass next week the 
city, and two ladies in each section will 

visit with a subscription list marked with 
the signature of Blsliop Brondel so as to 
enable all to promote tho good work. 

That the work is for all and appreciated 
by all classes is proved from the following 
statistics : 

Since its institution in July, 1876, St. 
Joseph's Hospital has nursed 28G patients, 
1(31 of whom wero Catholics and 125 wore 
non-Catholics. Last year 84 patients en- 
tered tho hospital; of thoso 40 wore pay- 
ing patients and 38 wero non-paving. 

As it is universally acknowledged that 
hospitals managed by sisters cannot be 
surpassed it is hoped that the public of 
Victoria, with their usual gonorsity, will 
liberally assist the sisters tn continue thoir 
work of mercy in nursing tho sick.

Arrival of tHo California from Sitia 
and tho Auk Kinoa. 

The steamer Califorui.i arrived at Sitka 
on 4th Alarch, and sailed for Harrisburg 
on the 0th, arriving at tho latter place on 
tho 7th. H.irrislnng is tho depot of the 
Takou mines. '['he California landed 
fifty passengers, ineluring several caiiital- 
ists and mining e.\pi!rts from San Fran- 
cisco, and one hundred thousand feet of 
lumber, which is to bo used in building a 
tramway from Harrisburg to tho quartz 
lodges, three miles distant. There wore 
about three foot of snow on the trail, but 
tho travelling is pretty good. Lumber 
and provisions and tho machinery for 
Pitz's arastra will be taken up to tho 
ledges on sleds. Tlie California anchored 
in eighteen fathoms of water. Thirty 
houses have been built at Harriaburg and 
many more in course of erection. l5ix & 
Campbell have completed thoir ilunio of 
ono hundred and fifty feet, and will com 
menco work shortly on their placorclaim. 
All previous reports relative to tho quan- 
tity and quality of tho ([uartz ledges wero 
confirmed. Thero seems to bo no abate- 
ment of the excitement and confidence in 
tho wealth of tho ledges. There is no 
truth in tho reported jumping of original 
claims. The bylaws governing the dis- 
trict aro plain and in conformity to tho XL 
.S. statutes. The California left Harris- 
burg on the Utli. The .-Vuk Indians 
(whoso viUiago is in the vicinity) have 
requested Captain Glass of tho the James- 
town to prevent, if possible, the manu- 
facture of hoochoiioo.

" BY THE SAD SEA 'WAVES. " 

ThQ Spirit of Auothor Fionoor Takes

street, not far from Point Nias, observed 
a body of a man rising and falling in the 
surf which beats with restless energy on 
the shore of this seagirt isle.

A quarter of 
an hour later he w.-is seen passing Govern- 
ment Square towanls Alcnzies street, and 
it wa." remarked how weak and forlorn 
ho apijcarod. It is said that ho recei\'ed 
a letter by tho mail concerning some busi- 
ness affairs which was not satisfactory,and 
it is supposed that ho repaired at ones t(} 
the beach and wading into the water 
drowned hiaiaelf. Air. Straehan was a 
native of Scotland and ujiwarda of 70 
years of age. He was a ])ioneer of San 
Francisco as well ;is of \'icloria and at 
one time drove a thriving trade on Wharf 
street. About ten years .ago ho had a 
paralytic stroke, sinco when his health 
and business have gradually declined. .*Vn 
inquest will be held to-day.

The true discovery of these Mount Chop- 
aoo mines wero made seven years ago and 
their worth is not yet ascertained; though 
well enough known to cauao tho for- 
mation of largo and wealthy mining cor- 
porations to invest heavily in their near 
dovolopment. Companies aro being form- 
ed in San Francisco, Chicago and New 
York."

Ven. Arcidoacon "WrigM and tho 

Island Rail'way. 

At the meeting of tho Koy.al Colonial 
Institute, London, Fob. 3rd, a discussion 
ensued upon the address of Sir A. T. Gait. 

Among tho sjieakors was Yen. Arch- 
deacau ^Vright, who, after remarking up- 
on the many advantages Canada has to 
ofi'er the industrious settler, said; — 

"I wish now to allude to tho island 
railway from Nanaimo to Esquimalt. Tho 
interest, Imperial and Dominion, arc 
closely connected with such a comniuni- 
oation. A. very able politician has stated 
"that life, when viewed by a man who 
thinks, is a comedy, but when viewed by 
a man who fools, it is a tr.igedy." Alust 
assuredly this ap;ilies forcibly to British 
Columbia when ivo call to mind tho bear- 
ing of Canada towards her in the matter 
of confederation and the great Pacific rail- 
w.ay.- CanadaarrauKcd with British, Ciduiii- 
bia that, if the great ivestern cidony ivould 
join the Dominion, a railway should bo 
constructed within ten years from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. It was an undertak- 
ing which, had Canada r"flectod calmly, 
tho impossibility of carrying out tlio bar 
gain would have at once appeared. In 
1874, when nothing was being doio Lord 
Carnarvon, as secretary of state for tho 
colonies, delivered a very decided judg- 
ment. He stated that, to repudiate a con- 
tract was, on iho part of Canada, a most 
ignoble course. Act up to it, ho said, as 
best you can, and if you cannot carry it 
all out, do tho best in your power. Upon 
this a distinct and solemn agreement was 
made to construct a railway forthwith 
from Nanaimo to Esquimalt, and a bolt of 
land ahnig the line ol twenty milos in 
breadth was taken by tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment to aid the construction. Tho af- 
fair to tho thinking man became now 
comic indeed. It reminds ono of tho for- 
eigner who wont to tho opera and, when 
highly delighted, tried to express hi., self 
forcibly. He exclaimed, "Bravo ! Bra- 
vissimo ! i\Iagiiifi(pio I Pretty well !" 
Canada, instead of attempting to produce 
a railway between tho Pacific and Atlan- 
tic; Canada, instead of producing a rail- 
way from Nanaimo to Esquimalt, offered 
the indignant British Columbians tho pal- 
try sum of about £100,000' to bo off 
tho railw.ay bargain. Lot us al- 
low in charity that Canada throucrh- 
out meant well, and "m.ay ho who 
moans well faro well." This much I 
gladly admit, and I am sure Sir Aloxniider 
Gait will agree with mo, that at least tho 
Canadians have acted bravely. They 
have undertaken ono of the noblest 
schomo known to tho present century — the 
"floating" a Pacific railway — and great is 
tho credit due to oil John ?iI.ii.,Ji.ii.iId 
and the .•\dmiiii.stratioii over which ho so 
abh' prssidcs. But the scheme is, I fear, 
even yet imperfect, yea, very im- 
porfoct. Tho mistake has been, in 
not including in it the Island 
Railway of only some seventy 
miles. I apeak cariiostly, becauso I feel 
deeply as an old Briaiah Columbian. Put, 
I say, without delay a railway from Na- 
naimo to Esquimalt; connect the coal- 
fields of "Vancouver Island — upon which, 
remember, the very exiatonco of our 
power in tho Pacific largely depends — 
with tho magnlQcont naval liarbor at 
Esquimalt. Then, and only then, will 
the scheme be complete, for then the 
highest interests of tho Province of Hrit- 
ish Columbia, of tho whole Dominion, 
nay, of the British Empire at largo, will 
have boon duly and thoroughly furthered. 

A Oablo from British Columbia to 
Japan. 

In tho Commons on tho 2d March Air. 
Langevin moved the House into conimit- 
too of the wholo upon tho resolutions 
granting to Messrs. Sandford Fleming 
it Co. the sole right of laying a cable from 
British Columbia to Japan during twenty 
years for telegraphic purposes. 

Alessrs. Currier, Hector Cameron and 
DeCosmos, all Alinisterialists, opposed tho 
resolutions, and the latter citing British 
Columbia's experience when a colony 
showed that granting a cable, monopoly 
from tho western coast of British North 
America was contrary to tho impo^'ial 
policy. 

Air. Currier directed attention to the 
fact that anothtr company whoso bill was 
now boforo Parliament proposed to lay a 
cable from British Columbia to Japan, .as 
well as lay other cablos and construct 
land linos, and were ready to placo ,?750,- 
000 in the Rovcrnmcnt's hands as a guar- 
antee of their good faith. 

Air. Hector Cameron dwelt upon tho 
enormity of the monopoly clause. 

Air. Alackenzio twitted the Alinistori.al- 
ists with their new found terror of mono- 
polies. 

Mr. Blake and Sir A. J. S nith both 
spoke against granting a iroropoly. 
• Mr, Xiangoyin, disooverinjt that tho 
sense of tho House was against the reso- 
lution, decided not to press his motion 
for tho present.
